Time For Borough to Turn on 
Water in Public F ou ntain s, 
Is Suggestion. 


“W here are the benches and why 
doesn’t the borough turn on the water 
for the drinking fountain*?” 
These 
questions were propounded by battle­ 
field guides and others today. 
The 
questions were asked the Times re­ 
porter, because, the inquirers said, 
borough employes said they had no in­ 
structions to return the benches to 
their customary places around the 
grass plot and because no one in 
authority had directed them to turn 
on the w ater for the public drinking 
fountains in the base of the light 
standard in the center of the grass 
plot. 
According to the guides, the benches 
have always been placed around the 
oval earlier in the year than April, 
and they said they can see no reason 
why the settees should not be brought 
out at once. Tourists, they point out, 
often seek some place to sit down 
near the center of town. 
The need 
of having the drinking fountains tu rn ­ 
ed on was said by the guides to be 
im perative since they were the only 
public places tourists could secure a 
drink.
